Men are dragging the Illinois River 
above Grafton, Ill, for the body of 
Newton Hunt, 40 years old, who walked 
into the river and drowned himself Fri- 
day afternoon in the presence of his 
two little boys. 

Hunt lived with his family a mile 
north of Grafton. He was in Grafton 
the greater part of Friday. When he 
returned home at 4 o’clock he told his 
wife he was going to cemmit suicide. He 
had often talked that way before and 
she did not take the threat seriously. 

He left the house, followed by his 
two sons, aged 8 and 10 years, and went 
toward the river. When he reached 
the bank he waded into the stream. The 
little boys stood still and watched him, 
wondering. 

He walked until the water was nearly 
up to his neck and then suddenly sank 
eut of sight. He came up once and 
then sank the last time. 

The little boys watched until the water 
ceased to ripple over the spot. 


The alarm was spread and search for 
the body begun, but it was not found. 
Tho search was resumed Saturday. 
There is a strong current where the 
man drowned and the body may have 
been carried out inte the Mississippi.

Declares That His Election 
Will Help the St. Louis 
Party. 





“Lawlor” Daley, ex-saloonist, who 
has been arrested 15 times within 
nine years, is the chosen leader of the 
Democratic party in St. Louis. 

Michael J. Mulvihill, a well-to-do 
furniture dealer now spending a va- 
cation in Europe, has been rolled out 
to make way for Daley’s election as 
chairman of the Democratic City Cen- 
tral Committee. 

The election of Daley to this posi- 
tion of power and influence was 
brought about by a combination in 


the Central Committee of 17 mem- 


bers representing all the anti-Hawes 
and anti-Wells elements solidified. 
All Cut and Dried. JS) 


The combination included-the-com- 
mitteemen controlled by Justice 
Miles. Senator Kinney, Charles Lemp, 
Dr. Jahn H. Simon and by Daley him- 
self. Of 28 members of the commit- 
tee, 24 were present at the meeting. 
Everything was cut and dried. Only 
six committeemen voted against Da- 
ley and one, Pat Gill of the Twenty- 
seventh, seemed afraid to show his 
hand, asking to be excused from vot- 
ing. : 

Daley’s election is taken to mean 
that the Democratic ward-workers 
and job-hunters of St. Louis intend to 
control the patronage of the Demo- 
cratic officials elected and not ~r- 
mit it to be parceled out by Harry B. 
Hawes or any other “silk-stocking”’ 
crowd, 

Daley announced, following his 
election, that he considered it a “‘vic- 
tory for the poor.” 

Will Select Candidates, 

The election of Daley is further ta- 
ken to mean that the committee will 
line up for a mayoralty candidate in 
19098 who understands ‘‘the gang.”’ 

Daley is a former saloonkeeper. He 
was also one of the proprietors of the 
Hibernian Club, a lid-lifting institu- 
tion on Olive street, near Jefferson ave- 
nue, raided by the police several times. 
He has also. been charged with con- 
ducting gambling houses. 

Lawrence P. Daley, which is the new 
chairman’s full name, was happy Sat- 
urday morning over his election. He 
was kept busy at his home, 2721 Law- 
ton avenue, accepting congratulations 
of Twenty-second warders and listen- 
ing to their requests for small politi- 
cal favors. 

To a _ Post-Dispatch reporter who 
called, Chairman Daley said _ there 
would be harmony in the committee 
from now on, and that it was not his 
purpose to fight anybody. 

“The papers say I’m fighting Hawes 
and the Mayor, but I’ve never got a 
‘square deal’ from them yet,’’ he re- 

marked. ‘‘Hawes and me are friendly, 
that is, I feel friendly to ‘im. And 
I’ve got my share of jobs at the City 
Hall. I've been treated pretty well 
there.’”’ 

Will Aid Party, He Says. 

He expresses the opinion that his 
accession to the chairmanship would 
aid rather than retard party success. 

‘“‘Now the ward leaders who have been 
fighting each other have made up and 
all will work together,”’ he said. 

Daley is about 40 years of age, pos- 
sibly a few years younger. He is 
married and has two pretty, black- 
eyed young daughters. He has been 
“boss” of the Twenty-second Ward 
for the past four years, acquiring 
that distinction by routing the Butler 
forces which formerly controlled it. 

Since then he has been elected a 
member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee. He is known as a fighter in 
every sense of the word. Politically 
he has had fights without number. 

He was defeated for constable last 
fall, but showed his political sagacity 
by re-electing his half brother, Frank 
Hussey, to the House of Delegates at 
the next election. by a tremendous 
majority. 

Until recently Daley was classified 
politically as a Hawes lHeutenant, but 
on June 10 last he clashed with the 
former president of the Jefferson Club 
in personal combat at Jefferson av- 
enue and Olive street. 

Charles Bilhartz, who was removed 
from the committee in advance of 
the election of Daley to the chairman- 
ship, threatened to institute mandam- 
us proceedings to compel the commit- 
tee to reinstate him. Anton  Rotty 
was given his place as Seventh Ward 
Committeeman on the ground that he 
(Billhartz) had moved out of the 
Billhartg says he still lives in 
the ward.

BERGMANN, JAIL 
BULLY, BEATEN.

Slayer of Mrs. Quernheim 
Goes to Penitentiary With 
a Black Eye.

Handcuffed and shackled to (‘‘Dea- 
con’’) Charles Dupee, a negro preacher- 
burglar, and wearing a black eye, Ed- 
ward Bergmann, slayer of his wealthy 
aunt, Mrs. Kate Quernheim, was taken 
from the City Jail to the Penitentiary 


Saturday morning to begin a term of 
life imprisonment. 

Besides Bergmann and Dupee 17 other 
prisoners were taken to Jefferson City 
by deputy gheriffs. A throng of the 
curious and a few relatives and friends 
gathered at the Clark avenue entrance 
of the Four Courts Building to bid them 
farewell. 

Bergmann’s eye was blacked Friday 
evening by Charles Vance, one of the 
smallest prisoners in Jail. who is await- 
ing trial on the charge of burglary. He 
was one of the many enemies created 
by Bergman, who was a typical bully 
during his incarceration. 

‘Complained of Coffee, 

Vance was filling Bergmann’s cup with 
coffee when the latter complained that 
Vance was “stingy with that dishwa- 
ter.’”’ 

The next minute the two were strug- 
gling. Several blows were exchanged 
before guards separated them. Berg- 
mann’s eye was black. 

There was rejoicing among the pris- 
oners over Bergmann’'s defeat. 

In the early part of this year Berg- 
mann went to the home of his aunt, 
Mrs. Kate Quernheim, on Vest avenue, 
and, finding her alone, beat and kicked 
her to death in order to ransack the 
house. ; 


Bergmann was captured after a 
search of several months and pleaded 
guilty to murder in the second degree. 
He stated as an extenuating circum- 
stance that army service in the Philip- 
pines had robbed him of his reason. 
He was sentenced to serve 99 years. 

No friends called on Bergmann to say 
good-by. 

**‘Deacon” Dupee has 10 years to serve 
for burglaries. Edward Barthos, who 
conducted a school of crime attended 
by a half dozen small boys, went to the 
Penitentiary for 25 years. 

George Kern, who slew his wife and 
mother-in-law because the former would 
not live with him, began a 35-year sen- 
tence. Arthur Johnson, a negro, who 
killed his sweetheart and then at- 
tempted to kill himself, has 99 years. 

Kate Scott, a negress, the only wom- 
an convict, has 12 years to serve for 
the murder of her husband.

Theodore Cooper’s Ill Health 
Prevented Him From Vis- 
itiag the Structure. 





NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—Theodore 
Cooper of this city, consulting engineer 
of the huge cantilever bridge acrogs the 
St. Lawrence River, which collapsed 
Thursday evening, feels keenly the ac- 
cM@ent that cost the lives of 79° work- 


ingmen. In a statement made to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he reproached 
himself for net having visited the works 
in two years, though ill health had kept 
him away. He had tried to obtain his 
release from the respensibility of the 
position for that reason. 

Mr. Coeper also made the statement 
that on Thursday morning, after his in- 
spector had come to see him and told 
him that things did not loek right for 
the bridge, he had sent a telegram to 
the man in charge ef the work te get 
off the bridge and stay off until it 
could be examined. It is presumed that 
the telegram arrived too late. 

“Of course, we believed that. the 
bridge as planned was absolutely safe,”’ 
Mr. Cooper said, “theugh in dealing 
with even an old type of work on a 
hitherto unparalleled scale, new and un, 
expected problems now and then arise. 
One cannot prophesy with infallibility 
about something that is absolutely new. 

“I cannot tell what is coming out ot 
this; maybe we shall learn about things 
we never knew befere.”’ 

Mr. Cooper is one of the most dis 
tinguished engineers in this country, as 
well as one of the most experienced. 
He is 68 years old. He was associat- 
ed with James B. Eads in ‘constructing 
the St. Louls bridge ever the Mississippi 
River. 

He has been long considered?a bridge 
expert in the United States,. Canada 
and Mexico. e

He 
declares that Moterman McClara had 
instructions -not to leave Charleston un- 
til car No. 14 had arrived, but McClara 
maintains that he was operating ac- 
cording to instructions and that had the 
passenger car maintained its schedule 
the two cars would have passed at the 
switch at Urban saseball Park, two 
miles west of the scene of the colli- 
sion.

Imported Cigar Supply Shortage Is 
Being Met by American Goods, 
So the Duty Is Saved, 


Incoming coast line ships from Cuban 
ports bring further news of the recent- 
ly ended cigarmakers’ strike, which 
practically resulted in the elimination of 
imported cigars from the local markets. 
Those who have closely examined the 
Cuban situation size it up in the sen- 
tence: “‘Nobody suffers but Unclé Sam.” 


A few weeks ago the word went out 
from the jobbers to the retail cigar deal- 
ers in Greater New York that the sup- 
ply of imported cigars was running 
short. Today the word went out that 
the supply of imported cigars was prac- 
tically exhausted, and that no more 
Havana cigars are arriving in Amer- 
ican receiving ports. 

The impression of-Americans who vis- 
ited the island is that the strike may 
lead to the practical ending of the im- 
port business. Uncle Sam: loses the 
import duties on cigars. The duty on 
the raw material is far less, so the 
‘American manufacturer steps in and, 
from the Havana leaf, manufactures 
cigars Which compare favorably with 
the imported line. 

Cuban operatives are employed in the 
factories at Tampa and Key West, 
so that in reality the smoker gets ea 
cigar that is in every respect a Havana 
product. One of the largest manufac- 
turers, the Havana-American Co., mak- 
ers of the El Principe de Gales cigar, 
prepared for just such a situation by 
storing up an enormous quantity of 
the highest grade Cuban leaf in ware-

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DEMOCRATIC PROHIBITIONISTS. 

No matter how eminent he may be, no one man 
can make issues and ride thereon into political 
power. 

_ For some years past sentiment favorable to the 
‘nomination of a Southern man for the presidency 
by the Democratic party has been growing, but 
coincident with it has been a prohibition move- 
ment at the South which cannot fail to have an 
important bearing upon the question. 

To elect a Democratic President the votes of 
certain Northern States are necessary and the 
states most likely to be carried by a Democrat 
contain great centers of population which are 
fiercely hostile to all sumptuary laws. 

In most of these states the rank and file of the 
Democratic party does not get much beyond the 
rudiments of personal liberty in its political 
action and it is as difficult for a New York or a 
Chicago Democrat to comprehend a Democratic 
Prohibitionist as it is for a Mississippian to un- 
‘derstand how a fairly decent white man can vote 
the Republican ticket. 

Prohibition at the North is associated in the 
Democratic mind with the rock-ribbed Republi- 
canism of Maine, Iowa and Kansas. The South- 
ern Democrat with a Prohibition or even a Sun- 
day-law record will not only be a curiosity in the 
eyes of his Northern brethren, but he will be sub- 
jected to very critical examination also. In a 
matter of this kind the Northern Democrat will 
take nothing upon trust. 

While the Democrats of New York were dis- 
rupted by the Maine law, more than fifty years 
ago, the record of the party in other states and 
in that State also, since then, has been one of 
open opposition to everything savoring of an as- 
gault upon personal liberty.

Almost every day 
there are either slight accidents or very close calls 
which are sure to sooner or later result in a serious 
catastrophe. The busy industrial neighborhood about 
the Chouteau avenue crossing greatly increases the 
risk of accident from the numerous switch engines 
that are constantly crossing the Transit company’s 
tracks, besides all the through freight and passenger 
trains of both the Iron Mountain and Missouri Pa- 
cific systems. While the Transit cars are supposed 
to come to a stop and the conductors are expected to 
precede the car to see that the tracks are clear, 
this is frequently observed in the breach, especially 
when the cars are crowded during the morning and} 
evening rush hours. Until the surface tracks are 
carried overhead, as has been done aby the Frisco 
system, the Manchester or 01d Suourbah cars should 
at least be diverted down Market street and thus 
avoid this needless risk. How Capt. McCulloch can 
permit his company to assume the enormous risk for 
damages that this crossing entails is beyond compre- 
hension from an engineering or financial standpoint, 
especially when the old Suburban cars can be so 
easily diverted down Market street and thereby very 
largely decrease the number of cars that are ex- 
posed to this great danger. For the accidents to 





these same Suburban cars at the old Wabash cross- 
ing gave it the name of the “bloody crossing,” yet 
the traffic there was much less than over the Chou- 
teau crossing of the Missouri! Pacific and Iron Moun- 
tain tracks. The latter is Ukely to soon supersede 











it as the “calamity crossing’ !f the present needless- 
ly dangerous practice is continued. The Manchester 
avenue cars do a very large DuSiness, as they serve

Lewis’ Application Will Be Consid- 
ered Without Regard to 
Past Action. 





Postoffice officials in St. Louis said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter Saturday 
that, so far as known here, there is no 
intention on the part of the Government 
of reversing its rulings regarding the 
publications of Edward G. Lewis, the 
Woman’s Magazine and the Woman's 
Farm Jeurnal. 

Lewis and his associates in the pub- 
lications are at present under Federal 
indictment, charged with conspiring to 
defraud the Government out of postage 
on the magazines. The cases are set 
down for trial at the fall term of the 
United States Circuit Court when Lewis 
will also be tried for using the mails 
in a scheme to defraud in connection 
with his Peoples’ United States Bank, 
now defunct. 

Dispatches from Washington say that 
Lewis has been in Washington and that 
A. L. Lawsche, Third Assistant Post- 
master-General, has assured Lewis that 
an application for the re-entry of the 
two publications to second-class mail 
privileges would receive the attention 
of the department. 

Past Action Not Considered. 

Assistant Postmaster James L. Stice, 
Acting Postmaster in St. Louis during 
Postmaster Wyman’s absence, said 
that if Lewis asked to be accorded sec- 
ond-class privileges fe. tne Woman's 
Magazine and Woman’s Farm Journal, 
and m*de proper application at Wash- 
ington, his request would be treated 
as any other requests. The previous 
barring of the publications would not 
be taken into consideration, but the 
privilege granted or refused accord- 
ing to the showing made to the Post- 
master-General’s office as to the eligi- 
bility of the publications and the con- 
formity of the publisher to the rules 
and regulations of the department. 

Stice said that so far as he knew 
Allen D. Albert, the Washington news- 
paper man said to have made an in- 
vestigation of the Lewis publications 
in St. Louis and to have reported that 
Lewis had been unjustly treated by 
the department, did not make his in- 
vestigation at the instance of the 
Postoffice Department, as the dis- 
patches stated. 

Plans October Issue, 

It is said that Lewis hopes to ob- 
tain the restoration of seconc-class 
privileges at once so that he can be- 
fin the publication of the two mag. 
azines again and send out the October 
issue. 

Any new move that is made Stice 
said, would not be a reopening of the 
Old case and would have no bearing 
on the indictments now pending.
